Gaining Late Margin 


PHILADELPHIA, April 
27.— 


Like some erratic pendulum, the 
Pennsylvania Democracy's prefer- 
ence for Franklin D. Roosevelt or 
Alfred E. Smith swung back and 
forth today between the two men 
in the aftermath 
of yesterday's 


presidential primary. 


It was - a neck-and-neck race 
roughout the night and fore- 


noon with the lead shifting sev- 
eral times, but never by a margin 
of more than a few thousand 
vote.: 


At noon, after Smith had main- 


tained his scant lead throughout 
the morning, the New York Gov- 
ernor again went into the lead 
with returns from 4,590 precincts 
out of the 8,181 in the state. 


The figures were: 
Roosevelt, 


54,308; Smith, 53,577. 


Heartened by this, the Roose- 


velt spokesmen renewed their pre- 
dictions of ultimate victory. They 
asserted that the missing districts 
— almost half the number in the 
state — lay 
in 
territory 
more 


favorable to Roosevelt than to 
Smith and predicted a steadily 
mounting total for the New York 
Governor. 


PITTSBURGH LATE 


One of the peculiar Icatures of 
the tabulation was the delay in 
returns from Allegheny-cb (Pitts- 
burgh,), the home of Joseph F. 
Guffey, the Roosevelt leader in the 
state, who- *as * stea8f astly ' "pre* 
dieted 
that 
Roosevelt 
would 


emerge with practically 65 out of 
the state's 76 convention dele- 
gate.:. 


Philadelphia gave Smith a 2 to 
1 victory over Roosevelt in the 
final figures, but at noon only 
about 20 per cent of the Pitts- 
burgh districts had reported- Next 
to Philadelphia-co, Allegheny is 
the largest in the state. 


In some sections of the state 
there apparently was little effort 
made by election officials to tabu- 
late the Smith-Roosevelt figures. 
With a Republican senatorial con- 
test, nomination of 30 Republican 
Congressmen, besides many state 
officers, Republican Pennsylvania 
was seemingly indifferent as to 
whether 
Smith 
or 
Roosevelt 


emerged with the lion's share of 
the 76 Democratic delegates to 
the Chicago convention. Thus it 
probably will be considerable time 
before the final result will be 
known.

Water Hauled by Barge. 


The island is h;imlic<'ipped in nil 


its activities l»j the fact Hint it has 
no fresh \\ali»r. and all water must 
be hauled by b.-rges from San Fran- 
cisco. The island uses 125000 gal- 
Ions a day, obtaining the water 
from two supply ships. 


An old Spanish fort, the original 


fortification protecting San Fran- 
cisco, Alratraz, winch became 
a 


military prison in 1858, has on duty 
under arms only two men at a time, 
although within three minutes 180 
persons can be armed to deal with 
any emergency. 


Ranking high In importance In 


any consideiation of the island Is 
the kind of food the prisoners get. 
A sample menu consists of corn 
flakes and milk, fried breakfast ba- 
con, 
hot cakes, sirup, bread, coffee, 


and butter for breakfast; rlc-e to- 
mato 
soup 
and 
crackers

I beefsteak, fried onions, ma*hed po- 
| tatoes, brown jrravy, lettuce salad, 


french 
d'essmg, 
pickled 
beets, 


rafsln pudding, bread nnd coffee for 
dinner; balreri macaroni and cheese, 
dilt pickles, doughnuts, bread, and 
coffee for supper.
